WESTEND GAMBLING 


Miller Takes a ‘'Post-Dispatch’’ Reporter 


The Police Raid “Mr.” Mil- 
ler’s Den and Make 
Some Discoveries. 


A Snap Game of Faro That’ 
. Is Dealt on Channing 
Avenue. 


\. 


Into His Confidence and Tells Him That 
the Faro Dealer ‘‘Does Not Know a Jack 
From a King”—President Mamtt of the 
Olive Street Line on the Den as a Place 
of Resort for Street Car Men—Hotel 
Games—The Fraternity Up in Arms Over 
the Gambling Expose in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch.” 


The war on gambling dives inaugurated in 
earnest by the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH one 
week ago yesterday is bearing early but ripe 
fruit and there is consternation among the 
fraternity all over the city. The expose of 
the Seventh street faro game and the many 
stud and draw poker establishments in the 
vicinity of pool alley covered a multitude ot 
dives, but was only a forerunner of what is 
to follow. It was the entering wedge, 
and developments show that the entire city is 
spotted with professional gambling resorts, 
patronized by all classes of people. The Post- 
DISPATCH’S g00d work has put a damper on 
the boys’ dice game atthe Manhattan billiard 
pariors, and one of the most dangerous re- 
sorts in the West End is marked with the 
brand of publicity which will keep the sons of 
many prominent citizens from embarking on 
the path of ruin and degradation. 

A PIT-EALL FOR STREET-CAR DRIVERS. 

For months past the officials of street-car 
lines terminating inthe West End have had 
so much trouble with tardy menin their em- 
ploy that they began to investigate as to the 
cause and ascertained that some of the delin- 
quents were wasting the company’s time and 
their own earnings in gambling. The police 
were quietiy notified, and on Saturday 
night the rooms over F. Bothmann’s saloon, 
southeast corner of Channing avenue 


and Locust street were raided and thirty-one 
players run in. The police captured quite a 
variety of gambling devices and the raid was 
a complete success 80 faras it went, but wiil 
unguestionably have to be repeated before the 
spot is wiped out clean. In addition to draw 
and stud poker and dice throwing the player 
could find any method he preferred to lose 
his money by. ay a Post-DispaTcu 
reporter sought out and formed the acquain- 
tance of a fellow named Miller, who claimed 
to have charge of the place. The reporter 
casually remarked that he liked a little 
of draw or stud at times, but was afraid to 
play down town for fear ofthe police raiding. 
Miller's eyes brightened and he unbosomed 
himselt ina confidential way. Here's the 
address of a game that’s on the quiet, he 
said, ‘‘you can come out there and bring your 
friends, and have no fear of being run in by 
the police.’’ 

On the card was written in pencil the fol- 
lowing:

From the direction it would seem that the 

roprietor of the saloon must at least have

SNAP GAME OF FARO SPOILED. 

„Mr. Miller took occasion to whisper in 
the reparter’s ear that there would be a 
‘‘snap’’ game of faro dealt at the Channing 
avenue dive on Sunday afternoon. ‘‘It’s a 
fair game, he added, with $300in the bank 
roll if you can win, and“ (very confidentially) 
‘‘the dealer doesn’t know enough about cards 
to tell a jack from «a king. 

This was encouraging information and 
UHable to catch the uninitiated seeker after 
fortune on the chauce plan, but the raid on 
Saturday nigbt put a damper on Mr. 
Miller’s place and nosnap game was dealt 
yesterday. From Miller it was ascertained 
that the frequenters of the place 
were easy prey, being of the 
mechanic and laboring classes and 
not up in the tricks of the card sharks, or 
even good atthe game when fairly played. 
„Late at nicht, hesaid, ‘‘wecateh a good 
many of the street car boys, but they have to 
keep mighty dark, forihe rules under which 
they werk are strict that if detected they 
would be discharged.’’ 

„Mr. Miller deseribed the rooms as 

cosy and well furnished 
and assured the reporter that if 
he and a paaty of his friends shotld come out 
they need not be seen by the rougher class of 
players. Miller is a former l-alley 
‘‘steerer,’’ who hadn’t endugh ready cash to 
purchase a handkerchief when he went to 
Ubanaing svonte and Locust, and must have 
been backed by some one with money. In bis 
conversation he bitterly attacked the expose 
ot the Seventh street faro ey in the SUNDAY 
PosT- DISPATCH and predicted dire results if 
the writer was caught napping. 

An Olive street car conductor was next seen 
and asked what be knew about the resort. 
He said he did not gambie, was a man of famil 
and had all he could do to take care of his 
home, but he knew it was hinted about in the 
car stabies—in fact was pretty well known 
among the men—that many of their 
comrades lost their wages in that 
way. It is a crying shame,“ he saia, 
‘and an outrage on those who attend to their 
business, for the company makes its rules 
more stringent on account ofthe existence of 
these dives, tempting the susceptible from 
— and the innocent suffer with the 

uilty.’’

He is 
as quiet and gentlemanly an appearing feliow 
as ever ‘‘capped’’ a deck or ‘‘shuffled up“ a 
hand. With the usual indignation of the pro- 
fessional gambler, ‘‘Mr.’’ Duffy asserts that 
his game is square“ and not skin, but 
be that as it may, many a susceptible, hard- 
working clerk will be richly benefitted by the 
closing up of this room. The game is not 
what it purports to be at all, but a professional 
‘‘rake-off’’ gambling resort run ip defiance of 
the law.

NOT THE ONLY HOTEL GAME. 

No single hotel can be singled out as a haven 
for gamblers run out of more pubiic places. 
No questions are asked, as a rule, and the 
hotel game is the safefest in the land for the 
proprietor. Therefore the more dangerous 
the pitfall. ‘‘Alittie social game, just to kill 
time, will allure the suscept ble“ producer“ 
who has put in a hard weeks work and feels 
the need of relaxation. He gets the relaxation, 
nine times out of ten and the game gets his 
money. If he wins, as a rule, and the occa- 
sion is indeed rare, he will be requested to 
come around to-morrow and get his money, 
being oe. perhaps, a portion of it, with the 
remark that the proprietor has just paid a 
bill but will draw some money to- 
morrow. There is really little 
no money in these games, 
what the victim bring in. So long as he has 
gota cent the ‘‘pluggers’’ have all the obi 
they want N against his money, and the 
odds are 1,000 to I that they will outplug bim. 
The very instant his capital ts exhausted, 
however, the game suddenly collapses. 
No chance for him to win the 
way he has been beaten playing 
wind against money. A notorious game was 
conducted in the Hotel Hurst, untilthe police 
got after it. It was first conducted by Kerick, 
who now runs a place on Washington avenue, 
then by one Pollock, who now has charge of a 
Pine street ‘‘club-roof,’’ which is be- 
yond the rasp ot the 
ing conducte on “‘*‘*elab’’ 
and no one admitted a 
membership ticket. The games referred ta. 
‘are purely professional rake-off poker games. 
run contrary to law, and do not include the 
various ‘‘social’’ games made up among 
players and with no rake- off. 

AN EXCLUSIVE BIG GAME. 

The biggest and most exclusive poker game 
in the city is one which bas never been 
raided, has no ‘‘steerers,’’ ‘‘*coppers’’ 
or pluggers, and into which no strangers are 
invited. It is located in pool alley and the 

layers are bookmakers, saloon-keepers, 
hothe men and an occasional politician. It is 
What ies known as a ‘‘sky-limit’’ game, and 
the smallest amount of chips purchased is 
$100 worth. Since the breaking up of the 
once famous big game on live street, 
between Sixth and Seventh, this game is the 
biggest one ever conducted in St. Louis. Itis 
so exclusive that the authorities are not 
troubled with complaints about it. There are 
a number of other alleged private, socia- 
ble’’ games which are to be investigated. 

ARRAIGNED IN COURT. 

Thirty men arrested in the raid made by the 
Fitth District Police Saturday night, in the 
craps game over Bothman’s, were docketed 
for trial before Judge Cady this morning.

Capital Gossip. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., February 11.—The sta- 
tisties of the mulitia of the country, which 
Gen. Drum has just reported in accordance 
with the law requiring himtodo so at this 
time of the year, have a special value just 
now from the disposition to take account of 
our defensi¥e strenth. The organized militia 
of the States and Territories consisted at the 
latest returns of 8,899 officers and 98,109 men, 
making an aggregate of 106,506. This is a gain 
of 6,609 over the,aggregate of last year, which 
was 100,837. Still the increase is not 
as great as the previous one, 
which was 6,108, the aggregate for 1887 
having been 92,734, That in turn bad increased 
from an aggregate of 91,200. The two promi- 
nent facts are that a healthy growth is shown 
and that since the passage of the act of Con- 
grees doubling the annual appropriation for 
the militia, the gains have been greater in ra- 
tio than before. Our organized militia is 
now more numerous and more carefully 
equipped than at any preceding time. As for 
the unorganized militia that is equivalent, of 
course, to the remainder of the availubie male 
arme-bearing population within the age 
limite assumed for military service. This 
is now reckoned at 8,104,698, being a gain 
of 188,260 over last year’s estimates. In some 
cases the estimates are not received from the 
States, but are made atthe War Department; 
in some instances they show palpable inaccu- 
ravies, still it is eafe to say that 8,000,000 men 
can be counted on as the maximum militia 


force. 
THE ORGANIZED MILITIA. 


Turning again to the organized militia, New 
York leads off as usual with ber 13,532, a force 
exceeding also in ratio of population, Penn- 
syivania’s 8,85) and Ohio's 5,627. These three 
States are well known to be in the van of or- 
ganized militia strength, as their strength 
should make them. But it would puzzie most 


ople to name the fourth. It is South Caro- 
ina, which has 5,38, or only 3822 less than 
Ohio, although the unorganized militia of the 
two States are 15,000 and 50,000 respectively. 
Massachusetts comes next with 5,162, but the 
sixth state might also lead to some random 
guéss, as it is ria, which surpasses Iili- 
nois by a few hundred. Little New Jersey, al- 
ways un enthusiastic military State, follows, 
having 4,184 organized militia, ainst the 
4,219 of Illinois without Chicagoto help The 
seventh State would also prove a puzzier, 
it being California, and perhaps nowbere 
is a more hearty interest felt in the 
citizen soldiery than on the Pacific coast. 
One year California sent a team of militia 
marksmen across the continent to Creedmore, 
and they made a fine record at the annual 
meeting. 

THE OTHER STATE FORCES. 

Among the states — | strong in organ- 
ized militia, proportioned in — a ty are 
Connecticut, Florida, New Hampshire and 
Oregon. On the other hand, Arkansas is 
represented as having no organized militia at 
ali, although the trouble may be in the lack of 
returns from the State authorities. Indiana 
has an Organized strength of only 2,045 
to 468,985 unorganized, whereas in Alabams 
these proportions are 2,248 to 150,000; in Mary- 
land 1,968 to 125,000; In Iowa 2,548 to 223,34. 
So we find in Tennessee an organized poe dy 
of only 1,557 against an unorganized of 262,801, 
whereas Louisiana bas 1,6)0 sgainst an unor- 
ganized strength of 138,489. These discrepan- 
cies result from a variety of causes, of which 
three may be conside the most influential. 
The first is the possession by same States of 
earnest militia officers who take great pride 
in their work, and have great aptness 
for it, This will account for the 
fact that two States, side by side, of 
about the same population and baving inhab- 
itants of aboutthe same genera! character. 
will differ tes | inthe number and excel- 
lenceof their uniformed militia. The result 
is precisely similar to that seen in non-milt- 

socictieos and fraternities extended 
throughout the Union and flourishing very 
much more in one State than in its neighbor. 
Next to the different degrees of thus 
found, which result in a sort of local inherit- 
ance of militia enthusiasm the 
reverse comes the influence of 
competitive drills and public exhibitions. 
To this in a large measure must ascribed 
the average showing of militia in the 
Southern States, Where drill tournaments have 
sustained many excellent companies, even 
where the regimental tie is not strong. 
Finally, local needs augment the militia, 
so that we usually find it active in the 
States that have great cities where 
mob-rule would be most destructive and 
in those where mining and other interests 
employing great bodies of laborers are exten - 
sive. 89, toc, the present strong militia 
force in South Carolma and Fiorida seems to 
be a surviva) from the Reconstruction days of 
twenty years ago, while the current needs of 
rotection against Indians enables New Mex- 
to report antorganized militia strength of 
1,677 which is greater than Kentucky’ s. 


The Cotton Crop. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., February 11.—The cot- 
ton returns of the Department of Agriculture 
make the average close of picking six days 
later than last year on account of the 
later maturity and frequent rains. In many 
counties in the Southwest the crop has not yet 
been fully harvested. A careful consolidation 
of the returns makes the proportion marketed 
84.8 per cent, the averages of the States being as 
follows: Virginia, 8; North Carolina, 84; South 
Carolina, 8; Georgia, 8; Florida, 87; Alabama, 
85 ; erg! 82 ; Louisiana, 83; Texas, 85; 
Arkansas, ; Tennessee, 83. The staple L 
shorter than last year, and there is more dis- 
colored and trashy fiber.

An Epileptic Princess One of the Future 
Brides— The Bulgarian King Locking 
For a Wife—The Czarewitch and the 
Princess Alice of Hesase-Darmstadt—The 
Lamented Death of the Great Artist 
Cabanel.

ARIS. January 29.— 
There are 80 many 
royal weddings now 
on thetapis that your 
correspondent and her 
colleagues look for- 
ward with interest to 
the approaching whirl 
of tollettes and bon- 
nets, and all sorts of 
pretty things, which 
are almost Mmvariably 
ordered in Paris to 
form part of the trous- 
seau of a Princess. I say *‘aimost,’’ advised- 
ly, for none of the young Prussian Princesses, 
the sisters of the present Emperor of Ger- 
many, will be permitted to send any orders to 
Paris. They must all, poor girls, wear dresses 
and headgear made in Germany, unless their 
mother should interfere to have some of the 
necessary pre-nuptial shopping done in Lon- 
don, where the dressmakers are assuredly a 
shade better than are those of Berlin, though 
still falling far short of the supreme taste 
and style of their Parisian rivals. It ts prob- 
able that the betrothal of the Princess Vic- 
toria of Germany to Prince Alexander of Bat- 
tenberg will soon be officially announced 
as that of the Arohdushess Valerie, 
youngest daughter of the Emperor 
of Austria, to the Archduke Ferdinand Salva- 
tor, eldest son of Ferdinand IV., ex-Grand 
Duke of Tuscany, has just been promulgated.

CONGO PHOTOGRAPHS, 


Interesting Views of Men and Things 
African. 


From the New York Sun. 

Explorers found it very difficult afew years 
ago to induce the natives of Africa to stand 
before a photographic camera. The simple 
beings regarded the strange looking instru- 
ment as the worst sort of fetish, and they did 
not propose to have their lives blighted by its 
evil and solitary eye. Among many tribes 
these fears have now been dispelled, and the 


hotographer’s art is placing before ustits 
aithful representations of people, villages, 
industries and scenery far up the Congo, 
which Stanley was the first to describe. 

A gentieman of thiscity recently received 
nearly a hundred of these views of life and 
nature along the great African river. Many 
uf them are not first-rate specimens of pho- 
tography, though all are very interesting, be- 
cause they exhibit noteworthy phases iof 
activity or scenery. To many, for instance, 
that picture would be attractively unique 
which shows a native walking up the slender 
stem of the palm, grasping the ends ofa bit of 
vine, which, ge around the tree, keeps 
him from falling. he similarity of customs 
in widely separated 3 of the savage world 
is strikingly shown by comparing this photo- 
graph with a picture in a new book of 
Australian travels, showing a Queensiand 
mative ascending a tree in the same manner. 

Here are pictures of the gable-roofed huts at 
Equator Station and Bolobo, excellent types 
ofthe edifices found throughout the central 
and westerm parts of the Congo basin, differ- 
ing widely as they do from the beehiye and 
candle extinguisher types found in other 

sof Africa. The suggestion is probabi 
anciful that the Congo type of hut is an tmi- 
tation of the structures erected by the Por- 
tuguese in West Africa some centuries ago. 
We know, however, how profound! 
the natives, even of Central Africa, were at- 
fected by influences derived from the coasts 
long before they ever saw a white man; and it 
has been said with reason that if the tribes far 
up the Congo were suddenly deprived of the 
food resources in u —— white strangers 
from other lands, they would all be in danger 
of starvation. 

Another picture shows almost side by side 
the 4wellings erected by the Haussa from the 
Soudan and the Bangala of the upper Congo, 
all in the service of the Congo state, and we 
see at a glance how much the more cultured 
Haussa surpasses the Bangala cannibal in the 
art of house building. The Monbattu canni- 
bals on the Welle Makua, however, bear off 
the m in bouse building, and their council 
Dall is the largest edifice yet discovered in 

uatorial Africa.

poldville ieaning against a post and poising 
a bunch of bananas upon her head. She is 
decently clad in cotton, and apparently en- 
joys many advantages of civilization as com- 
ared with her sisters living at Bolobo and 
angala, who are seen in scant attire in 
other pictures.

BEEF AND FREE TRADE 

The demand fora State inspection law 
prohibiting the sale of flesh unless the an- 
imal shall have been inspected alive with- 
in the State is based on a pretended re- 
gard for the public health, because sani- 
tary legislation comes within that police 
power which is the most comprehensive 
branch of sovereignty. But the well- 
known and leading object, if not the only 
motive, of those who demand this legisla- 
tion is the protection of the local meat 
trade from competition with an alleged 
monopoly called the Chicago dressed beef 
combine. 

It is not within the constitutional power 
ofany State todestroy or obstruct free 
trade between the States by laying im- 
posts, without the consent of Congress, 
on imports or exports, ‘‘except what may 
be absolutely necessary for executing 
its inspection laws.” As a State may even 
lay such imposts as are absolutely neces- 
sary for the execution of its inspection 
laws, somay it make those laws a very 
considerable barrier to free trade between 
the States when the object is to protect 
local interests. Where a bona fide exer- 
cise of a State’s police power is concerned, 
the United States Supreme Court has gen- 
erally refused to consider the mere inci- 
dental effect on interstate commerce as 
sufficient to invalidate the law. Butina 
case where the sanitary effect would ob- 
viously be the incidental and minor con- 
sideration and the commercial effect the 
avowed and principal object of the law, 
the Supreme Court would have to treat it 
as a stretch of the police power encroach- 
ing on a power expressly reserved to Con- 
gress. 

In so far as the proposed law is desired 
or intended as a barrier to free trade be- 
tween the States, or as protection to local 
butchers or eattle-growers, we believe it 


will prove as costly a delusion as a Mis- 


souri tariff preventing other imports be- 
sides dressed beef into this State would 
be. It would be unjust and burdensome 
to consumers and sooner or later injurious 
to the particular interests expecting ben- 
efits from it. How can any low-tariff 
Democrat be an enemy of free trade be- 
tween the States?

New Tonk, February 11.—A special corre- 
spondent at Cape Haytien says: 

An important conference has been held at 
Monte Christo, San Domingo, between Gen. 
Hippolyte and Gen. Ulysses Hereaux, Prest- 
dent of San Domingo. It has been known to 
many thatthe sympathies of the people of 
San Domingo and also of their President, were 
with tne Northern revolutionists of Hayti, 
and that the fall of Legitime would be hailed 
by them with delight. The commercial rela- 
tions of Northern Hayti and San Dimingo are 
of great importance and have been mutually 
advantageous. January 29 the conference was 
held on Dominican territory, within twenty 
miles of Monte Christo, and lasted several 
hours. The State and War Departments have 
refused to give the details of this important 


sults of the meeting will be to the great ad- 
uantage of Gen. Hippolyte and that Monte 
Christo will continue an important center of 
action for the armament and transportation 
of gunboats and arms forthe latter. Early in 
January Gen. Hereaux learned of the passage 
over Dominican territory of bodies of troops 
belonging to President Legitime, bound for 
Fort Liberty, Hayti. By crossing to Domini.- 
can land the army escaped the rigors of a 
march through difficult mountain passes. 
President Hereaux at once dispatched a mes-

THE Sr. MARC BOMBARDMENT. 


Details of the bombardment of st. Mare 
and Gonaives are coming in slowly, 
but nothing of special interest is to 
be gleaned. The damage will be exceeding- 


ly small to both cities, considering the num- 
ber of hours during which the bombardments 
continued. All reports of heavy losses of life 
and property are wholly false. 

Commander Howell of the Atlanta reports 
that he discovered a three-masted schooner on 
fire January 29, avout 300 miles southeast of 
Cape Hetteras. The Atlanta steamed al ong- 
side and remained with her about twelve 
hours, searching for ber crew or passengers. 
The vessel had evidently been abandoned for 
several hours. No wreckage or crew could be 
found. The schooner was loaded with pine 
lumber and pitch. Her name was burned off. 

The Haytiens have asummary manner of col- 
lecting revenue for the needs of their Govern- 
ment. Onthe morning before the departure 
of Gen. Nord the Treasury was found tobe 
empty.

A SMOKE PREVENTER. 


Chas. E. Seuthard’s Invention New in Use at 
Wrought Irea Kange Works. 

An invention of quite recent date that is at- 
tract ing a greet deal of attention is a fuel- 
saving and smoke-consuming device now in 
operation at the works of the Wrought Iron 
Range Co., corner of Nineteenth and Wan- 
ington avenue. The appliance, which was 
patented July 17, 1588, is the invention of 
Charies E. Southard, engineer of the range 


works. It has been in operation since wan 
1888, and now, after err test of ei 
months, is pronoun a perfect success, 
doing away ——— with the smoke nuisance 
and effecting a saving in fuel of #@ per cent. 
The furnace is of the usual construction and 
the invention can be aye to any botier and 
furnace now in use. The furnace is built with 
hollow grate bars, the ends deine connected 
with hollow tubes termed manifoids. A four- 
neh feed pipe counects the mud drum with 
the outer manifold, the water passing through 
the mud drum into the feed pipe, then into 
the outer manifold through the grate bars 
into the inner manifold, going into 
beliler through a four-inch dis- 
charge pipe, giving a constant 
circulation of water th the bars.

A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


Father Ashfield, a Catholic Priest, Killed 
by a Demented Yeung Mas. 

Memruis, Tenn., February 11.—A terrible 
tragedy wae enacted early thie morning, whica 
resuited in the killing of Father Ashfield, a 
Catholic priest connected with St. Peter's 
Cathedral in this city. It seems that several 
months ago Al Reeves. a young man well 
known about town, was confined in 
jail om account of mental troubies. 


Father Ashfield visited him in jail and 
was instrumental in having him released aft- 
er a short confinement.

It was evident that Reeves had 
stabbed bim while asleep, as the bed was 
covered with biood. Three wounds, all just 
over the heart, were found, any one of which 
would have been fatel. The weapon used was 
anordinary pocket-knife. When asked why 
he had committed the deed Reeves replied

He was my best friend, and 
as I was going away I wanted him to join me.’’ 

The dead priest was about 50 years oid and 
came to Memphis two years ago.

This is what I 
did: The dinner was served in a corner of the 
large ball-room.

All of this was brought about in an instant. 
The effect was charming and the guests were 
delighted. What bad been a cozy dining- 
room a moment before was changed into a 
large ball-room without the slighest confusion 
or nolse. The accomplishment of this was a 
bit theatric, perhaps, but it was very effective. 
‘*In October, 1884, Mr. Clarence H. Moore 
gave a dinner of fifteen covers to Mrs. Rich- 
ardson of London, formerly of Philadelphia. 
The table was strewn with autumn leaves and 
chestnut burrs. A different set of elaborately 
decorated plates was furnished for each course 
and each plate wasan art study. The favors 


for the ladies were solid silver card cases, with 
the monogram of the recipient engraved on 
one side and the menu and date on the other. 
Jeweled scart pins were given to the men. 
The dinner cost over $100 for each person. 
MR. RODMAN WANAMAKER, 
in October, 1888, gave an ante-wedding dinner 
to eighteen men. The table was set in a gra 
arbor in the middle of the 1 stroomin the 
hotel. Two hundred and fifty pounds of 
rapes were suspended from natural vines.

other light in the

the room a3 though growing there. Graveled 
serpentine walks, strewed with leaves, led 
from the central arbor throughout the room. 
Minature summer-h uses abounded, and in 
another arbor the orchestra was concealed. 
The result was perfect. All the effect of a din- 
ner in a private vineyard was produced.’’ 

Mr. Boldt has given several Greek! din- 
ners. The prandial customs of the ancients 
are foliowed as closely as comfortand conven- 
lence will permit. The room is hung with 

arlands and over the table wreaths and gar- 
ands are carelessly thrown. Rugs are hung 
on the walis. Silver tankards take the place 
of glasses. The men must wear a laurel 
wreath and a muslin robe. A boar’s head 
adorns the center of the table. Roast kid, 
served whole, is one of the features, and dates 
and powdered nuts form the desert. The 
menu is printed in Greek as well as English. 

Silk and plush table decoration was first in- 
troduced in this country by Mr. Boldt. In re- 
ferring to dressing a ks le he said:

ON ATLIGEHTSRHIT. 


Features of Winter Life Off Nantucket South 
Shoal. 


From the New York Times. 

Surrounced by a foaming waste of tumbling 
billows lashed by a bowling gale, the air thick 
with blinding snow and sleet, the brave sail- 
ors on the Nantucket South Shoal Ligftship 
are obliged to pass many days and nights. 
Life on one of these lightships stationed miles 
from land is one of great peril and expostfe 
in winter. For weeks at atime no connection 
can be made with the land, oil and general 
supplies being obtained from the United States 
lighthouse steamer, which makes its rounds at 
infrequent intervals, distributing supplies and 
caring for the sick. 48 a matter of course 
these visits are looked forward to with a great 
deal of interest by all bands, for the steamer 
brings letters and news from the outside 
world. | 

With the exception of the gale in November 
the present winter has been one of the. miid- 
est for many years, While last winter was thé 
most troublesome and disastrous one ever ex- 
perienced by the crew at this station. 

The ordinary light-ship is a Government 
vessel of sume 100 tons, with high freeboard 
and considerable sheer. Itis so constructed 
that the severest weather is withstood. It is 
usually built of oak, with double frame and 
heavy planking double bolted. The strain of 
buffeting with a heavy sea, combined with the 
pressure ofthe cable, would soon tell on an 
ordinary vessel. The seams would open and 
the planks warp, which in a very short time 
would send ber to the bottom. Each of these 
li — 2 is moored with a ponderous anchor 
of .pecul désign, 2 In weight from 
1,500 pounds toaton anda baif. The cables 
are made of the best of iron, and are several 
hundred fathoms in length. Spare hawsers 
— anchors are always ready for emergen- 
cles. 

Two short painted masts and a stubby bow- 
sprit, te which are fitted mainsail, foresail 
and jib, furnish the motive power. A large 
red ball is ixed tothetop of each mast and 
serves asa beacon by day, while at night 
three or four lanterns are hoisted into the 
balis, and their combined lights give the effect 
of a single powerful fame. The tanks of the 
lanterns contain about a gallon of oil each 
and this is nearly consumed between sunse 
and sunrise. A large quantity of vil is kept 
carefully stowed away in case no supply 
steamer is able to reach the lightship. 

In the winter the crew of a lightship on an 
exposed station numbers from eight to ten 
men, including a Captain and Mate. Years 
ago the Captain and hig associates were men 
8 of shore life. perhaps preferring 
the ry of coast storms to the spats 
of matrimony. A man cannot have 
great love for home and friends when 
he lives the life ofa recluse, in a cheerless 
hulk on a tossing ocean. Two men can easily 
keep the lights burning brightly and attend to 
the general routine work on board one of the 
lightships, yet the government sends out a 
larger number to handle the vessel in case it 
should break adrift, at which time the extra 
men act as ordinary sailors. The pay of an 
able-bodied seaman is $25 per month, and the 
Captain gets considerable more. Should the 
Night out or grow dim the result on a thick 
night is mevitable disaster.

have had a bad name among investors in this 
country, buttwo or three recent successes, 
coupled with a more just sppreciation 
of the situation, and largely increased 
transportation facilities, have occasioned 
a great change, and many new mines will be 
opened within two or three months. 
DIFFERENT KINDS OF MEXICAN MINES. 
„The succéss of D. O. Mills in his mine in 
Tamalipas, which was regarded as a losing 
scheme, and which bad been abandoned by 
all the stockholders, except himself, has 
opened the eyes of people to what can be done 
with abandoned, not worked out, properties. 
St. Louis was certainly the ploneer in the 


Mexican field, although the success of her 
capitaliste was not what their enterprise de. 
served. The trouble with a large number of 
the ventures made by the investors of this 
city was that they did not un- 
derstand the difference between a mine 
which had been abandoned because Mexican 
methods were too crude to manage it to a 
profit, and one in which work had been given 
up. because the ore was practically exhausted. 
Far too much reliance was placed in the em. 
ciency of modern machinery as compared 
with the crude Mexican provesses, and hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars have been spent 
in erecting fine milis and hoists on mines that 
have been worked by the arastra process; in 
every case with most disastrous conse- 
queuces. One thing may be put down with 
certainty; where work ona mine has been 
given. up by Mexicans because the 
ore proved non-profitabie, there 

no use of an American trying to 
makea profit on it. The cheapness of the 
arastra process more than compensates for ite 
want of thoroughness, and I don’t know of an 
instance in which the experiment of operating 
a worked out out mine su ul. 

But there is another class of mines whic 
have been abandoned by the Mexicans and 
may, and often do, contain fortunes. These 
are such as have been given up because it was 
impossible to manage the flow of water. The 
Mills mine is one of these, and while the ro- 
turns are not accurately known, they must 
amount to many hundreds of thousands of 
dollars yearly. Beyond a bucket and 
a windlass, the exicans know of no 
means of unwatering a mine, and 
us a consequence whenever there was a heavy 
flow nothing could be done and the mine had 
to be given up. The water of course aceumu- 
lated with time and now there are many prop- 
erties with their lower levels far under water. 

DEVELOPING FLOODED MINES. 

„Mining at best partakes more or lees of the 
character of speculation, butno branch of it 
is so uncertain and so fascinating as that of 
pumping out an old mine. Beyond the gen- 
eral character of the country and a few oid 
and incomplete records, there is nothing to go 
by. Local traditions are worthless, as there is 
not an abandoned mine in the country 
which at one time or another, 
according to popGlar report, was not a 
véeritabie bonanza. This arises not so much 
from exaggeration as from the fact that in 
Mexico, especially a quarter of a century ago, 
a little money seem an immense sum, and 
a property that would clear $10,000 a year was 
something phenomenal and made its owner a 
nabob. There is nothing to do but pump the 
water out and see what underground. If 
the venture proves successful the profits are 
likely to be immense, aa a great deal of develi- 
opment work is already done, Dut it may be 
that when the mine is unwatered nothing but 
a worthiess hole in the ground will be 
left. Senator Hearst, in addition to his 
other properties, is the owner of several 
flooded mines, which, as far as worked, give 
indications of proving very productive. St. 
Louis investors bave hitherto failed to recog- 
nizethe difference between abandoned and 
worked out mines, but I believe that they 
see it now, and will turn their past experience 
to profit. 

PECULIARITIRS OF MEXICAN LABOR. 

„One feature in Mexican mining,’’ Mr. 
Welborn went on to say, has not received 
sufficient attention, and that is the peculiar 
character of the labor ayailable. The Mexi- 
can moves very slowly, and it is nearly im- 
possible to teach him new methods, I had 
the management of a mine near the west- 
ern coast some fifteen years ago, and at 
first was almost set crazy by the 
ways of the workmen. The mine was over 
200 feet deep, and I putmpa small hoisting 
apparatus. Tomy astonishment I could not, 
try as I would, induee the Mexicans to use it. 
They had rude iadders, made simply of 
notched trunks of trees, connecting the differ- 
ent levels with the surfece, and after filling 
their little sacks with ore, would laboriously 
climb to the top, deposit their load, and go 
down for more; nothing that I could do would 
induce them to use the holst, as 2 man 
was paid for what he did, and rapidity in 
the ladders was a great ele- 
ment in earning capacity, we found 
that the only way to o was 
to buy the ore from the miners atthe mouth 
of the shaft, and not attempt to control them. 
If they wanted a boliday, they took it, and an 
attempt to make them work regularly re- 
suited in our being able to get scarcely any 
men, do we nad to give it up. Another in- 
stance of.the unwillingness of the natives of 
the West coast, who have far less knowledge 
of modern systems than those of the Valiey 
of Mexico, occurred when we were unloading 
our goods from the vessel which had brought 
them. We had provided a number of wheel. 
barrows, asthe packages had to be moved to 
the warehouse nearly a quarter of a mile off. 
The workmen would not touch them, but 
insisted in carrying their burdens jon their 
backs or heads inthe time-honored manner, 
American managers are likely to become 
furiously impatient, and to try to force the 
men intonew methods. The result is that 
only the riffraff will work for them, ana Mex- 
ican labor, which, if allowed to take its own 
course, is by no means inefficient, has a bad 
reputation far beyond its deserts. A little 
kindness and consideration instead of the air 
of overbearing superiority generally assumed, 
would be found to work wonders.
